Following his statement to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that he has accepted 
insurance contracts from the city on 
which he has been paid amounts rang- 
ing from $10 to $121, Councilman Al- 
bert R. Thomson has been called upon 
by the City Council to have ready at 
next Friday’s meeting a report con- 
cerning the recent renovation of the 
“ouncil chamber. The renovdting work 
was done by the Enterprise Carpet 
Cleaning Co. andvits bill for $965 is being 
investigated by the grand jury. 

The suggestion that the Council de- 
mand the report tame from Councilman 
Lesser at Friday night’s session. 
‘Several weeks ago,’’’ said Lesser, ‘“‘the 
Council asked Mr. Thomson to furnish 
a report, with bids and other informa- 
tion, but he has failed to keep his prom- 
ise to do so. I was going to move that 
a special committee be appointed to in- 
quiree into that transaction, but since 
Mr. Thomson is absent I shall simply 
ask that he be required to produce the 
information next week. 

“T wish to say that the other members 
of the committee—Messrs. Hauschulte 
and Moellman—would report, if they 
knew anything about the transaction, 
but they do not.” 

Thomson Leaves Early. 

Lesser’s motion was carried. A few 
minutes before Lesser rose to speak 
Councilman Thomson departed. 
done the same thing at nearly every 
meeting, just before the order of busi- 
ness touching reports of special commit- 
tees was reached. 
Thomson claims to have acted in good 
faith In accepting city insurance con- 
tracts. His explanation is that he rep- 
resented his -firm, A. R. Thomson & 
Co., and that Comptroller Player in- 
formed him this was not a violation of 
law. 

Is Held to Be Violation. 

It is stated at the City Law Depart- 
ment offices that it is an unquestionable 
violation of law for a member of the 
Municipal Assembly to be interested in 
an insurance contract with the city. It 
is now considered probable that the 
grand jury will be called to determine 
whether or not Thomson's transactions 
are in a class with those of Councilman 
George C. Linde, indicted for malfeas- 
ance in office because the Linde Carpet 
Co, received a contract for City Hall 
renovation work. 

Thomson wrote the insurance for the 
Four Courts Building and the city gar- 
bage stables. “I was paid,” he ex- 
plained, ‘$100 for the Four Courts pol- 
icles and $110 for the first garbage plant 
policy, receiving $121 for the renewal. I 
did not think there was anything un- 
lawful in my doing eo.” 

Linde Quits City Council. 

' To Avoid the expense df elect:ng a suc- 
cesser to George C. Linde, who has re- 
signed his seat in the City Council, fol- 
lowing his indictment, official notifica- 
tion of the vacancy will not be given 
Mayor Wells. Withoet such formal in- 
formation from the Council the Mayor 
will not be required to call an election, 
which would cost the city between $65,- 
000 and $70,000. 

An amendment to the rules of the City 
Coureil requiring members who intro- 
duce bills by. request to give for record 
the names of the persons or corporations 
desiring the legislation is suggested in a 
resolution which Councilman O’Brien 
has presented.

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DELEGATE WARNER SCORED

House Member Objecis to Committeeman Con- 
ducting Public Hearings While Under 
Indictment, but Is Not Upheld. 





The House of Delegates combine voted 
down a resolution Friday night to sus- 


pend members of the Municipal Assembly 
under indictment for bribery or malfeas- 
ance in office. The resolution, offered by 
Delegate Davis of the Twenty-eightn 
Ward, and aimed at Délegates Warner 
and Priesmeyer, who have been indicted 
for bribery in connection with the pas- 
sage of a garage bill, received but three 
affirmative votes. 

The members who voted to suspend 
the indicted men were Delegates Davis 
of the Twenty-eighth Ward, Fay of <he 
Twenty-fourth Ward, and Paule of the 
cleventh Ward. 

he delegates who favored the resolu- 
tion were given little opportunity to 
speak in tts behalf. Delegate Fay got 
an opportunity to say, when he arose to 
cast his vote: 
Warner Is Scored. 

“Tl. realize that the presumption of in- 
nocence prevails until a man accused of 
crime is proven guilty. If the indicted 
members of this House had retired, or 
conducted themselves in a modest man- 
ner since the charges ‘have been made 
against them, then I would have regard- 
ed this resolution in an entirely differ- 
ent light. But since one of the indicted 
members had the. unmitigated ‘nerve’ 
and ‘gall’ to sit as chairman of a public 
hearing before a large body of honest 
and respectable citizens, without even 80 
much as:a blush of shame, I am com- 
pelied to cast my vote in favor ofthis 
resolution.” 

‘The delegates who voted against the 
resolution were: Bourg, W. J. Bren- 
nan, James T. Brennan, Connell, Galla- 
gher, Gevers, Hussey, McShane, O’Brien, 
Sachse, Schell, Tirre, Tobin, Troll, 
Weeke, Wiedmer, Wollet and Speaker 
Conran.

Differs From Cashiers’ Checks 
in That No Indorsement 
Is Required.

Little blue, yellow and green slips of 
paper in denominations of $1, $5 and $10 
were put into circulation as money Sat- 
urday by the National Bank of Com- 
merce, the Third Notional Bank and the 
Mechanics-American Nationa] Bank. 


These differed from the cashiers’ 
checks which have been in circulation 
for a week in that they were made 
“payable to bearer” and that no im 
dorsement or identification was required 
to cash them. 

At the same time that the new checks 
were put in commission Auditor Wilson 
and Cashier Lottmann of the St. Louis 
Postoffice announced that checks will 
no longer be accepted by the postal de- 
partment here in payment of any sort 
of an obligation. 

Onash Required for Stamps. 

All deposits to cover postage on g8ec- 
ond-class mail matter must be made in 
cash. Stamps and money orders also 
must be paid for in cash and those in 
charge of all branch postoffices in the 
city have been instructed that checks 
will not be taken at the main office in 
settlement of the accounts of the branch 
offices, 

Until Friday the Postoffice accepted 
all checks and sent them threugh the 
clearing house to be balanced. Cashier 
Lottmann said Saturday: 

“Our action in putting this office on a 
cash basig does not imply any lack of 
confidence in the cashiers’ checks now 
in circulation. We have found that we 
cannot get cash at the banks for the 
checks which we take in here. As we 
have to make daily cash settlements 
with the Subtreasury, we have had to 
g0 On a Strictly cash basis.’’ 

At the three banks which are using 
the new small denomination checks it 
was said Saturday that they are being 
eagerly taken by customers. <Accord- 
ing to the Clearing House rule when a 
customer desires to draw on his ac- 
count he is paid 20 per cent in cash 
and the.remainder in the small checks 
of whatever denominations he wants. 

New System in Effect, — 

The new cash deposit system alsa 
was put in. operation Saturday.. Under 
its working customers may make cash 
deposits on which they will be permitted 
to draw an amount not in.excess of the 
amount which they have deposited in 
cash since the Clearing House agree- 
ment substituting checks for cash went 
into effect. Withdrawals on these new 
cash accounts will be paid in cash, not 
checks. 

Notices were sent out Saturday by 
the Retail Mercaants’ Association of 
East St. Louis to its members request- 
ing them to adopt the certified check 
system. in their business. This action 
followed a meeting of the Executive 
Committee Friday with bankers and 
representatives of the East St. Louis 
Commercial Club at the Elks’ club- 
rooms. 

The notices explained that East St. 
Louis banks would handle certified 
checks issued by St. Louis banks, guar- 
anteed by the St. Louis Clearing House, 
in denominations of $1, $% and $10. The 
merchants are asked to get these checks 
from East St. Louis banks and use them 
in lieu of currency in their business,

WIFE WHO SAVED LIFE OF 
HER BLIND HUSBAND DIES 


Thomas Carroll, Badly Burned, Is 
in a Critical Condition at 
Hospital. 


While her blind husband lay on a 
cot at the City Hospital, calling her 
name in intervals of consciousness, 
Mrs. Maggie Carroll, who saved him 
from their burning home, died in a 
separate ward, Friday afternoon.
